Threaten to Strike if They Are Not

PLAN TD JOIN LABOR UNION 


London, Jan. 8.— (By M ail)— En­ 
glish school teachers today threaten 
affiliation with union labor if their 
demands' for a living wage 
are 
not 
granted. 
Though the threat scarce­ 
ly implies the likelihood of a walkout 
just as ooal-m iners and doek-labor- 
ers strike, fhe step would be one of 
the most radical of all war changes 
in the established order of 
English 
life. 
School teachers receive miserable 
pay, even as compared 
with 
the 
American Icabod Crane. 
If a teach­ 
er learned enough to get a job after 
several years -of specialized training 
his pay is less 
than 
$10 a 
week. 
Some receive asi little as $7.50. 
At 
the age of 65 the teacher is eligible 
to receive retired pay, in some cases 
amounting to as much as five dollars 
a week. 
During the school season the week­ 
ly working hours are about 
27 and 
1-2 but the teacher puts in consid­ 
erable overtime without either finan­ 
cial or moral recognition. 
There are numerous other causes 
of complaint, which the teachers seek 
to have wiped out, aside from salaiy 
deficieney. One is the low position in 
the social scale into which the in­ 
structors believe they are 
east 
by 
their low earning capacities.
